Feb. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] J. B. Houston, vice- 
president of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, testified before the Panama-, 
Pacitic Mail» Investigation Committee 
today with reference to the affairs of 
the Pacific Mail. | 

He said that before February 1, 1898, 
when the contract between the Pacific 
Mail and the Panama Railroad expired, 
the officers of the Pacific Mail went 
to the Panama company’s officers to 
make a new contract. This purpose, 
the witness stated, was frustrated 
by the threat of the Transcontinental 
Association to cut off the amount 
monthly paid to the Pacific Mail, The 
latter company could not guarantee 
$40,000 monthly to the Panama Rail- 
road, which declined to negotiate fur- 
ther, and stopped the through bills of 
lading of the Pacific Mail. 

The witness said he had discovered 
that the Panama Railroad was advertis- 
ing in English papers for English freight 
and English ships to run hetween New 
York and Aspinwall. 

SOME POINTED QUESTIONS. — 

Mr. Geary asked the witness how he 
reconciled the agreement by which the 
railroads were allowed to fix rates over 
asteamship route with the Govern- 
ment’s policy of aiding the steamship 
company in order to develop com- 
merce. 

Mr. Houston replied: By a continu- 
ance of stable rates, the contract re- 
sulted in cheap rates.“ 

Steamship companies cannot. com- 
pete with railroads, he said, on any 
class of freight business, between New 


for the local Central and South Ameri- 
can business. 

Mr. Geary inquired why, 
Transcontinental Association paid the 
Pacific Mail Company 640, 000 @ month 
for the right to fix its rates if it could 
not compete. 

The witness replied that a discontin- 
uance of the agreement would not have 
occurred if it had been profitable to the 
railroads. I don’t think,” he Said, 
i‘‘wecan transport goods from New 
York to San Francisco cheaper than 
the railroads.’’ 

HOW ABOUT 

Mr. Gerry. Then building canals will 
not give better rates? af 

Witness. Ah; that will be a good 
thing for both coasts, and especially 
for the steamship companies. The 
Panama Railroad must be paid large 
rates under existing conditions. 

Mr. Houston said the Pacific Mail 
Company received a subsidy of $2000 
a trip from New York to Aspinwall and 
| $2500 a trip for the west coast trip. 
Mr. Geary. Do you think yourself 
justified in accepting money which was 
paid for the development of commerce, 
when you are in a transcontinental 
combination? , 

Mr. Houston. I don't think it has 
anything to do with it. The increased 
service entailed on us has been so enor: 
mous I would be perfectly willing if the 
Postmaster General would cancel our 
bond, and give up the contract. Yes, I 
do think this act tended to increase the 
trade, but it has been at our gxpense. 
There was a very decided increase in 
the trade between San Francisco and 
Central and South American coasts as 
a result of the contract. For instance, 
the German line formerly carried 
88,000 bags of coffee a year. Last 
year it carried only 88,000 bags, and 
the increase came to the Pacific Mail 
Company, which secured the business. 

In answer to further questions Mr. 
Houston said the Transcontinental 
Association would probably make an 
atrangement with the Pacific Mail 
Company partly for preventing com- 
petition. After some further testimony 
the hearing closed.

The Worst One Experienced in Wisconsin 
for Many Years. 


Hupson (Wis.,) Feb. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]

Twenty-two inches of snow fell, fol- 
lowed by a cutting wind from the north- 
west.

POLICE BUSINESS. 


A Short e of the the Commissioners Yes- 

terday Morning. 

The Police Commissioners held their 

regular. weekly meeting yesterday 

morning, beginning shortly after 9 

o’clock. Commissioner Tufts presided, 

and the members of the commission 
who were absent when the meeting was 
called to order came in soon after.

hands of the Supervisors. Conse- 
quently, we are not doing any work on 
the public highways except in cases 
of urgency or necessity, where the 
last storms have created washouts. 

The road districts in this county in 
many cases lie along the mountain 
bases, where.the storm-water annually 
washes gut the highways. No con- 
tractor er bidder can agree to keep 
such roads in repair without adding a 
conside rable amount to his, bid to in- 
‘sure bim against such damages. The 
keeping up of the roads, therefore, 

costs the county an extra expense 
whether washouts occur or not. We 
think the county can carry these con- 
tingenciesat a much less expense di- 
rectly than by paying premium to 
the contractor, from the fact that 
if there are no washouts we are not out 
that additional amount of money. 
Again, among the roads in outside 
districts are some which the county has 
acquired by right of use, and we there- 
fore have no record of them, as they 
have never been surveyed. it would 
cost the county more money than there 
is in the road fund to have these roads 
located, surveyed, recorded and mapped. 

The present law also requires that 
there shall be furnished a general de- 
scription of the roads in the district in 
which the work is required te be done 
under said contracts, and explicit speci- | 
fications as to the manner in which the 
work is to be done in particular parts or 
portions thereof. To obtain these speci- 
fications it would be necessary to send 
an engineer’ over these roads, this re- 
quiring several months’ time alone, 
aside from the surveying. 


tising applicable to all roads of which 
we have a record, and which will be of 
benefit to the county to carry on in 
that way. 

“The present law abolishes the office 
of road overseer. The reason assigned 
for this is that the road overseer elected 
by the people very often produces a 
local fight in the ueighborhood, and 
that men have been elected who pos- 
sess no qualifications or experience in 
road matters, many of those elected 
not being able even to write their own 
names. These overseers had the ex- 
clusive control of road funds of their 
district, and in consequence much of 
the money was spent in those particu- 
lar districts adjacent to the home of 
the overseer, more remote residents 
not receiving any benefit therefrom.” 

„How do yom propose to avoid this 
same difficulty under your proposed 
bill?” asked the reporter. 

„Wen, ‘under the new law the super- 
visors appoint their own overseers, and 
are able to remove their appointees at 
pleasure, if complaint is made. As it 
was before, nothing could be done until 
the overseers had served out their two 
years term. 

“Had the present law been passed 
as it was first proposed two years ago, 
it would have been satisfactory, but it 
was altered in such a manner as to 
bring about the unpleasant results I 
have noted, and, as I said before, we 
are doing no work on the roads, except 
that which is required as an absolute 
necessity. 

_ ‘What will we do in case the pro- 
posed bill does not pass? In that event 
we will eudeavor to work under the 
present law, but at best the latter can- 
not be satisfactory, either to the people 
or ourselves.

High Art and Rank Indecency. 

We published yesterday a letter 
from a San Bernardino correspondent, 
criticising the (project of sculpturing a 
California Venus to send to the World’s 


Fair. as an ornament of the Woman's 


building. As our readers already know, 


| Mrs. Frona Eunice Wait of San Fran- 


cisco has undertaken the work of col- 


lecting photographs from which to 


select the model ofthe Venus, and, in 
the invitation which she sends out to 
the native daughters of California, 
she says: Of course the photo- 


graphs need not be entirely from 


the nude. The candidate, when 
posing for photographs, may wear 
a drapery of cheesecloth or crepe, 


which will conceal while yet revealing. 
The figure must be shown. Ac- 
companying the photographs must 
be the name and address of the candi- 
date, and the place and date of birth, 
but the facts will be for my knowledge 
only.“ She further states that all the 
photographs received are to be sub- 
mitted toa committee of three artists, 
which committee shall select three of 
the pictures as being of the best fora 
model; that then all the pictures will 
be exhibited to the public, and the pub- 
lic will be asked to choose one of the 
three by ballot. The original of the 
one chosen will then be asked to 
pose for the sculptor. The photo- 
graphs will be also exhibited at the 
World’s Fair at Chicago. 

We agree fully with the criticisms of 
our correspondent upon the unwhole- 
some effect of this high art“ project. 
We believe it is against good morals, 
and ought not. to be tolerated in the 
name of a public enterprise. What we 
had to say not long ago on the subject 
of the modern craze for Grecian dra- 
pery bears directly upon this present 
question. It wasthen shown that the 
nude in art comes by gradual and na- 
tural progression to become the nude in 
life, and it very soon eventuates as the 
nude in morals. 

It is all very wellfor esthetic people 
the lovers of art for art’s sake—to 
shrug thejr shoulders and quote the 
time-worn aphorism, ‘‘To the pure all 
things are pure; but that is a rule 
which cannot be followed out in life, 
especially with the young, without’ 
proving asnare to their feet. Unfor- 
tunately, the idealic purity involved in 
the saying does not exist—as yet men 
and women are a little lowér than the 
angels—and a proper regard for 
the welfare of society requires that 
they shall be clothed when they exhibit 
themselves in public. A vagabond 
arrested for indecent exposure of his 
person would make a sorry figure, when 
arraigned before a magistrate, in quot- 
ing To the pure all things are pure.“ 


In a former article we showed that 
this latter-day craze for nudity in pic- 
tures and statuary is the natural result 
of following ancient ideals. In our pur- 
suit of art for art's sake, we have 
allowed the high priests of esthetics to 
ignore the moral side of the question 
altogether. We should have stopped to 
consider that Grecian and Roman art 
are the expressions of Grecian and 
Roman civilization. What their lives 
were, the ancients showed forth in 
their works. They had no such stand- 
ard of morals as the Christian world of 
today proclaims and tries to maintain. 
A great deal has been said about Gre- 
cian draperies, which were no doubt 
graceful and artistic; their design was 
to exhibit more of the female form di- 
vine than is now allowed by law. At 
one period in Grecian history it was 
concluded that the young men and 
young women were not marrying as 
much as was deemed good for the State, 
and so the lawgivers put forth an edict 
that the dress of the maidens should be 
parted on one side, so as to expose the 
leg up to the thigh, This was by way 
of encouraging marriage. And this is 
the costume which we are now copving 
in our “high art.’’ 

The Roman people took up Grecian 
art and manners and carried them to 
gréater lengths in some respects, with- 
out achieving greater refinements. 
One of the ceremonies introduced by 
the Romans in order to encourage 
matrimony was that, at a certain fes- 
tival, the young men and maidens 


should dance together entirely nude.

It is easily to be understood how 
peoples who sanctioned such things by 
public laws and in public festivals for 
the good of the commonwealth should 
not be particular about drawing the 
lines of propriety about their art. They 


did not understand morality and de- 


cency as we understand it now. In 
some respects they were almost as 
thoroughly the children of nature as 
the North American Indians or the 
aborigines of the South Sea Islands. 


8 9 Now we wish to inculcate this which 


we believe to be sound doctrine. It is 


not in human nature to adopt ideals, 


and ‘cherish them, and form am- 
bitions upon them, and take them into 
the very life, without imbibing a great 
deal of the spirit which produced those 
ideals. If the modern world must take 
up Grecian and Roman nudity and 
cherish it as the very acme of art, then 
the modern world will soon come to 
idealize the manners and morals and

originally produced that art. Why 
should we copy the customs and ideals 


of the ancient Greeks and Romans any 


more than those of the South Sea 
Islanders?

Mrs. Frona Eunice Wait and many 
other good people of San Francisco will 


no doubt be surprised when they learn 


of another project in the same category 
with their own which is shortly to be 
inaugurazed hy Prof. Nimbletoe, the 
celebrated terpsichorean artist of their 
city. He proposes to revive the ancient 
Roman festival for the encouragement 
of marriage. Now, they need not be 
shocked at this, though they are sur- 
prised. Ates all to be done with suita- 
ble concessions to modern convenional- 
ity. It is to be very private and very 
select. None but true artists.and peo- 
ple of the highest artistic instincts are 
to be present. The participants are 
required to be entirely nude, 
but it is understood that the 
less drapery they wear the better. 
The affair is to be strictly classical, and 
the greatest attention will be given to 
carrying out ancient details. Every 
effort will be made by Prof. Nimbletoe 
and his corps of patronesses to keep 
out those vulgar modern personages, 
the world, the flesh and the devil. If 
Mrs. Frona Eunice Wait has not yet re- 
ceived her invitation, it isyen oversight 
which shall be corrected at once. It is 
hoped that she will be able to attend in 
the character of the Greek Slave. 


isfaction the complete, or almost com- 
plete, renaissance of ancient art and 
manners to which she hasinher way 
contributed so successfully. : 


We trust that Mrs. Frona Eunice Wait 
will not give the cold shoulder to this 
classical project of Prof. Nimbletoe. 
It could not possibly jar her tender 
sensibilities more than this invitation 
which she sends to the modest girls and 
virtuous women of California outrages 
their sense of decency. If her invita- 
tion is not designed for the modest girls 


and virtuous women, then it should not 


be proclaimed publicly, but should be 
quietly circulated from bagnio to bag- 
nio, where it will meet the class of 
women most likely to respond. If it 
is not designed to represent the aver- 
age, comely, virtuous and modest 
California maiden, then we pro- 
test against the statue being sent to the 
World's Fair as her representative. 
All of the beautiful girls and women 
born and reared in this State wear 
clothes. If the devotees of high art”’ 
wish to picture the California woman 
as she really is in the eye of the public, 
why dothey not do so? A California 
girlin the undress uniform of a Greek 
is neither the one northe other. The 
characterization is not true to life—is 
nota correct ideal—it is merely pan- 
dering to the prurient in human nature 
under the mask of ancient art. It is as 
bad as that bastard art which prevailed 
fifty and a hundred years ago, and 


which insisted on sculpturing an 
or American statesman 
raped in the Roman toga and 
wearing sandals. We say, out 


upon such lame and groveling attempts 
to copy that which is out of date and 
obsolete, because the artist is lacking 
in the power to originate ideals or to 
portray life as he gets it at first hands! 
True art is true to life. The pictures 
and statuary made to represent people 
of the present age should show them as 
they really appear. The Greeks and 
Romans did not outrage this principle 
of art as their modern imitators are at- 
tempting todo. The ancient sculptors 
limned theirmen and women as they 
frequently did appearin public places, 


Finally, we say that the fathers and 


mothers of modest and virtuous Cali- 


fornia girls ought to frown down and put 
an effectual quietus upon this attempt 
of bastard art to persuade their daugh- 
ters todo an indelicate and immoral 
thing. The mere proposition that the 
young ladies shall have themselves 
photographed in a nude or semi-nude 
condition, with the object of eventu- 
ally exposing the pictures to public 
gaze, is a gross insult.

Increasing Business in Shipping Young 
Fruit Trees—Notes and Personals. 

Very few people realize how the business 
of shipping young fruit trees has grown in 
Pomona during the last three years. The 
place is coming rapidly to the front as a 
point at which first-class nursery stock can 
be secured. Three years ago dne or two 
firms did a small business in that line, and 
noone expected the nurserymén to cut 
much figure in the prosperity ot Pomona. 
But things have changed. ‘The present sea- 
son has been nearly a hundred per cent. 
better than last so far, and the shipments 
are constantly increasing. In February 
there were over @ hundred thousand fruit 
trees 2 from Pomona. Horticultural 
Inspector T. B. Alkinson is greatly pleased 
over the shipments. He says of the nun- 
dred thousand shipped over forty-one thou- 
sand were orange trees, and the remainder

THE ORANGE CONTROVERSY 


A statement from the President of 
the Earl Fruit Company. 


He Gives His Version of the Riverside 
Meeting and Details the Facts Con- 


nected With the Formation 
of the Association, 
| 


Edwin T. Earl, president 6f the Ean 
Fruit Company, last evening called at 
the Times office, and left a statement, 


| giving his side of the Riverside contro- |. 
versy, in answer to the communication 


of Harmon K. Platt and other corre- 
spondents, who letters have been pub- 
lished in Tne Timers, Mr. Earl’s state- 
ment is, in substance, as follows: 


It almost appears unnecessary to make 
any explanations to any grower or dealer 
who attended the meeting at Riverside 
Friday afternoon, and listened to the clear 
and unvarnished tale unfolded by Mr. 
Chamblin, exposing the methods of corrup. 
tion and destruction to association in- 
terests being practiced by outside dgalers 
in collusion with certain growers, and in 
fact, we are not prepared tostate that this 
collusion did not extend even into the 
membership of the association, to the great 
injury of all honorable members thereof. 

Briefly, the facts connected with the 
formation of the association are as fol- 
lows: A large representative interest of 
the citrus fruit industry at Riverside felt 
that some joint and harmonious action 
should be taken to maintain fair and rea- 
sonable prices, and govern the distribution 
so as to prevent a glut in markets and the 
consequent lossinthe sacrifice of prices. 
This representative interest finally organ- 
ized into an association for the purpose as 
stated, and were willing at their own risk 
to throw their shield of protection around 
their neighbors, who were unwilling to 
join and harmonize with them, in the na- 
tural belief that time would demonstrate 
to them the advisability of coming into the 
fold. This belief would no doubt have 
been realized, but for a Geep-laid scheme 
on the part of some outside dealers and 
growers, which was workedin the follow- 
ing manner: 

The association having obligated itself to 
maintain certain prices, say $3 on navels 
and $1.75 on seedlings, these outside deal- 
ers immediately started in contracting 
with Eastern firms to furnish them navels 
at $2.90 and seedlings at $1.64 or less, 
and further contracted that these reduc- 
tions per box less than association prices 
should continue during the season, regard- 
less of what prices were named by the as- 
sociation, so that as soon as it was tele- 
graphed abroad to Eastern firms that asso- 
ciation prices had been reduced to $2.50 
on navels and $1.50 on seedlings, these 
Eastern firms held in their hands contracts 
with these outside dealers to supply them 
at $2.40 for navels and $1.40 for seedlings. 
There was no limitation to this conspiracy, 
and its results were not only disastrous to 
honorable members of the association, 
but permanently so, as, when these outside 
dealers failed tosupply the demand from 
Riverside product, they could go to other 
districts and ship as Rivetside fruit. 


The inevitable result was that as 
long as association prices were 
maintained these outside dealers and 


growers had a monopoly of the trade 
at prices only a fraction less than associa- 
tion prices, and association members were 
in the soup and left to carry the bag with- 
outany relief in sight. 
Company in entering the association had 
the interest of the citrus industry at heart, 
and was governed by.the advice and direc- 
tion of the growers whom it represented. 
The entire joint interest between the Earl 
Fruit Company and the growers was repre- 
sented, on the part of the Earl Fruit Com- 
pany, by Edwin T. Earl, and on the part of 
the growers, by G. W. Garcelon and George 
Crawford, two prominent growers of 
Riverside This interest, representing 
growers who had placed their product in 
the Earl Fruit Company’s hands, arose in 
the meeting and openly delared it to be 
their purpose to withéraw from the asso- 


| ciation, to place their fruit in the hands of 


outside dealers, and withdraw from the 
Earl Fruit Company, unless that firm 
would recognize that its first obliga- 
tion in honor was to the growers who 
had given it theim confidence and 
placed their product in its hands, and the 
Earl Fruit Company wants it distinctly un- 
derstood that it recognizes its first and 
foremost obligation is to its patrons, and 
that it will never permit any conspiracy to 
work to their injury when it is in its power 
to thwart and preventit. For four weeks 
the Earl Fruit Company permitted its 
honor to the association to tie its hands, to 
its own injury as well as to those it repre- 
sented, and when this interest, as repre-

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RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


San Francisco Speculating on 
the Latest Isthmus Deal. 


The Contraet Between the Naviga- | 


tion Company and Railroad. | 


A General Lowering of Freight Rates 
Looked for. 


A New Time Table on the Southern Pa- 
cific for Local Trains—Discontinu- 
— ance of Transfers to the Tem- 
ple Street Cable. 


San Francisco merchants and busi- 
ness men generally are looking forward, 
with a great deal of hope and not. a lit- 
tle speculation, to the changes which 
will be brought about as a result of the 
newly-signed contract between the 
Notth American Navigation Company 
and the Panama Railroad Company. 
Not alone do they believe the compact 
will result beneficially to San Fran- 
cisco, but also that a general lowering 
of freight rates from Eastern points 
will be effected throughout the State. 
Commenting on the subject the San 
Francisco Chronicle of Monday says: 
OThe news that the contract of the North 
American Navigation Company with the 
Panama Railroad Company has been finally 
signed, and that the first vessel of the new 
company will sail from New York next 
week, will be welcome to San Francisco 
merchants. It means that the day of trans- 
continental railroad demination of the 


traffic by the Isthmus has gone by. 


Whether cheap rates and no combination 
are guaranteed by the new company is a 
little uncertain. If the members of the 
Traffic Association are as fully in control 
as has 
been reported, it means another long step 
in the commercial ¢mancipation of San 
Francisco. It will give an open competing 
line to New York that will force the over. 
land roads to make a heavy reduction in 
freight rates to the Coast or vastly improve 
their service or lose the business. The 
steamer line can lay down freight from 
New Yorkin about thirty days, and the 
fast-freight line of the transcontinental 
roads usually exceeds that time. 

We cannot expect ever again to build up 


| trade by a discriminating railroad rate 
that will force the interior towns to pay 


for nauling treight from New York past 
their station to San Francisco and then 
back again to them. 
The statement is further made that 
the Southern Pacific and its allies may 
et be able to delay the trade and keep 
t in the hands of Chicago, by making 
cheap rates on the long route and by 
utting the rates from San Francisco to 
nterior points to the highest limit the 
traffic will bear, but that if the advan- 
tages now apparent are made good use 
of the alleged conspiracy will be broken 
and the commercial problem solved. 
NO MORE TRANSFERS. : 
Beginning with today no more trans- 
fers will be issued between the lines of 
the Temple Street and Pacific Railway 
Company. The trial experience of the 
past two months has convinced the 
latter company that the proposition to 
them is not a paying one—at least that 
is one of the many causes re- 
ported to have given rise to the 
discontinuance o the transfers. 
Whether that be true or not, it is cer- 
tain that tbe Temple street company 
did not take the initiative step in 
abandoning the arrangement. To the 
Times reporter, F. W. Wood, manager 
of the last-named road, said that with 
his company the policy of issuing trans- 
fers had always been and was consid- 
ered feasible, and generally a paying 
plan to work under while the location 
of the various roads covered such re- 
mote and widely different points. He 
said that notwithstanding the discon- 
tinuance of connection with the other 
cable road, his company would still con- 
tinne to give and accept transfers on 
the Main street and other connecting 
lines. They had also made a proposi- 
tion tothe Electric Company toward 
the consummation of awsimilar arrange- 
ment with them.
